For general cases the main hospitals used are the Preston 
Royal Infirmary of the Preston and Chorley Hospital Management 
Committee, the Blackpool Victoria, Wesham Park, and Lytham 
St. Annes Hospitals of the Blackpool and Fylde Hospital 
Management Committee. Infectious diseases are admitted to 
the Devonshire Road Hospital, Blackpool, excepting in the 
case of Tuberculosis which go to Elswick Sanatorium. 
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Accommodation for Smallpox is provided by the 
Manchester Regional Hospital Board at the Ainsworth 
Smallpox Hospital, near Bury. 


AMBULANCE FACILITIES 


The Ambulance Service is administered by the Lancashire 
County Council, Ambulance Stations in No. 3 Health 
Division of the Lancashire County are located at Wesham, 
Ste Annes, Thornton and Fleetwood. The service is now a 
part of Radio-control Arca No, 3 of the County Ambulance 
Service and controlled from Broughton House, near Preston.

Council. 


It is my pleasure to submit to you my twenty second 
Annual Report upon the work of the Public Health Inspectors 
Department, the report being for the year ending 31st 
December, 1967. 


There were no staff changes during the year. The 
secretarial work of the department is ably dealt with by 
Miss Bromby, and Mr. Berry has again been unfailing in 
his loyalty and support. It is also worth placing on 
record the happy relationship which exists between this 
and all other departments of the Council, 


One new piece of legislation worthy of note was the 
Civic Amenities Act 1967, which sets out new procedures 
and imposes certain new duties upon Local Authorities 
for dealing with the collection and disposal of bulky 
refuse from dwellings, and of abandoned vehicles. Bulky 
refuse will obviously require special collection arrange~ 
ments over and above the normal refuse collection service 
and some additional cost is bound to fall upon the Councite 


Comments upon the work dealt with are contained in 
the appropriate sections of the report.

Slaughterhouses, Food and Food Premises. 

There is only one slaughterhouse in operation in the 
district, and this is a small private one situated at 
Freckleton, There is also one knackers yard at Staining 
operated by the Blaekpool Tower Co,, for the purpose of 
providing food for animals in the Zoo. 


All animals slaughtered for human consumption were 
inspected and details of meat and other foodstuffs dealt with 
are set out in the table following:- 
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Unsound food surrendered or condemned was as follows:-

Meat at retail shops 651bs. 
Canned meats 421Ds. 


The number of slaughtermen licensed at the end of the 
year was nine, and the number of visits made in connection 
with the inspection of food was 135. 


There are seven bakers and/or confectioners in the 
area. 129 visits were made to food premises of all kinds; 
5 contraventions of the Food Hygiene Regulations were 
found, but all were made satisfactory with need of formal 
action. 


Forty eight premises were registered for the sale of 
ice cream. Of these 5 sell loose ice creams 2 sell loose 
and wrapped, and 41 sell wrapped only. 3 premises are 
registered for the manufacture of ice cream; all using 
the hot-mix method of production. Regular inspections of 
these premises showed them to be satisfactory. 


Thirty two samples of ice cream were submitted to the 
laboratory for examination, four of which proved unsatisfactory 
to the tests carried oute These were followed up and all 
subsequent samples proved to be satisfactory. 48 visits were 
made to ice cream premises. 


Four premises are registered for the manufacture of 
preserved foods and all were found to be satisfactory.

No action was necessary under the Public Health 
(Prevention of Tuberculosis) Regulations 1925. 


Under Regulation 20 of the Milk and Dairies (General) 
Regulations, 1959, seven notices were served requiring 
pasteurisation of milk found to be infected with brucella 
organisms, and three notices were withdrawn. In one case 
a producer/retailer was successfully prosecuted for 
continuing to retail his milk after a notice under 
Regulation 20 had been served upon him. A fine of £50 
plus 10 guineas costs was imposed by the Court. 


FACTORIES 


There were 60 factories on the register on the 3lst 
December, 1967, 9 inspections were made, With about five 
exceptions the factories are mainly of the small owner/ 
occupier type. No contraventions were found on the visits 
made.

PUBLIC CLEANSING AND SALVAGE 


Every effort was made to maintain a weekly collection 
of refuse throughout the district, and all refuse continued 
to be disposed of at the Whinbrick tip. The establishment 
of vehicles consisted of one Dennis Paxit IIIA 50 cu. yd. 
and one Eagle Crushload 50 cu. yde rear compressor types, 
and two 18 cu. yd. Karrier diesel fore and aft tippers. 

One other 18 cu. yd. fore and aft tipper is held in reserve 
for breakdowns and special collections. 
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The tractor on the tip was destroyed by fire, and in 
agreement with the insurance company, it was replaced 


with a machine of larger size and capability. 


Twenty men, including four drivers, were engaged 
upon refuse collection. One man is employed as salvage 
baler, and another as tip attendant. Day to day 
supervision is exercised by a foreman under the general 
direction of the Public Health Inspector.

MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


There were 88 sites in the area used for camping 
purposes during 1967. Of these, 7 were licensed under 
the Public Health Act, 19363 76 were licensed under 
the Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960, 
and 5 were unauthorised summer tenting sites. 


The number of caravans concerned in the sites 
licensed under the 1960 Act was 2,505; and of these 
465 were permanently occupied. It is estimated that 
the maximum number of campers resident in the area at 
one time wes between five and six thousand, All the 
sites are well managed, and the number of complaints 
received from them is remarkably small. The biggest 
effect of this population increase is felt by the 
refuse collection service, and it is necessary in some 
cases to collect three times per week, 
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No legal proceedings were taken by the Council in 
respect of caravan sites, but one appeal was heard at 
the Magistrates Court against licence conditions imposed. 
The appeal was lost, and steps are being taken by the 
operator to comply with his site licence. 


The popularity of caravanning and tented camping 
does not seem to abate, rather the reverse, and there 
is a growing need for a suitable site near the boundary 
with Blackpool which would cater for short stay touring 
caravanners and tented campers. The provision of sucha 
site is not easy to accomplish, and its position would 
need careful selection to avoid any possibility of 
increasing the traffic hazards on the Preston~Blackpool 
trunk road. 
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WATER SUPPLY 


The whole of the area is supplied with mains water by 
the Fylde Water Board, The water is sampled regularly by 
the Board and the results forwarded to the department, It 
is estimated that the number of properties connected to 
the mains supply is 5,424. The position in the various

The treatment of dwelling houses and non-profit making 
establishments i.e. schools, hospitals etc. is carried 
out free of charge, whilst business premises are charged 
on a time and materials basis. No statutory action was 
found necessary. None of the Council's sewers were found 
to be infested with rats during the year, 
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HOUSING 


At the end of the year the Council held 210 applications 
for ordinary houses; 102 for old peoples dwellings and 23 for 
agricultural needs, This is an increase of 76 over last, but 
no dwellings were erected during the year by the Council, and 
no schemes were commenced. There were, however, 247 houses 
built by private enterprise - an increase of 51 over the 1966 
figure.
